WASHINGTON (AP) - PresU 


dent Johnson has moved quickly 
to replace Postmaster General 
Lawrence F, O'Brien, firstCabi* 
net casualty of his "lame duck"

ment of Gen. Creighton W, 
Abrams as U.S, commander in 
Vietnam,

told White 


House newsmen Wednesday he 
had accepted O'Brien's resigna- 
tion and had nominated W. Mar- 
vin Watson, now presidential 
appointments secretary, to fill 
the Cabinet post. 


In 
addition 
to 
naming 


Abrams, 53, to take over for 
Gen. William C. Westmoreland 
when he becomes Army chief of 
staff in July, Johnson picked 
Adm. John S. McCain, 57, now 
commander of U.S. naval forces 
in Europe, to succeed retiring 
Adm. U.S.Grant Sharp as com- 
mander in chief, Pacific. 


The military reshuffle also In- 


volved Johnson's 
naming of 


Gen. Andrew J. Goodpaster, 
now commandant of the Nation- 
al War College in Washington 
and staff secretary to former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er, to succeed Abrams as depu- 
ty U.S. commander in Vietnam. 


Johnson, 
who has said he 


won't seek or accept nomination 
for another term, took note of 
his "lame duck" status in an- 
nouncing O'Brien's resignation. 


He said that when the post- 


master general spoke to him 
earlier in the day about resign- 
ing, he told O'Brien "that since 
I was not going to be a candi- 
date for re-election, I realize the 
Cabinet had made many sacri- 
fices ... and that now was the 
time for any of them to make 
decisions concerning their fami- 
lies and their future." 


The President wouldn't dis- 


cuss O'Brien's future plans but 
aides of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy 
said the postmaster 
general 


would soon join the New York- 
er's 
campaign for the Demo- 


cratic presidential nomination. 


Johnson's choice of Watson, 


43, as O'Brien's successor drew 
favorable comment from mem- 
bers of the Senate, which must 
confirm the nomination. 


O'Brien issued a statement 


saying he was pleased with the 
choice pf Watson, a native of 
Oakhurst, Tex., who has served 
as White House appointments 
secretary for two years. 


Before joining Johnson's staff, 


Watson was an executive with a 
Texas steel firm and active in 
Lone Star State politics, serving 
as chairman of the Texas State 
Democratic Executive Commit- 
tee in 1964. 


O'Brien, 51, named postmas- 


ter general in 1965, directed 
Johnson's 1964presidential cam- 
paign. 
He 
had 
served 
as 


congressional liaison for Presi- 
dent John 
F. 
Kennedy and 


played a major strategy role in 
Kennedy's 1960 campaign. 


Johnson 
said the appoint- 


ments of Gens. Abrams and 
Goodpaster and Adm. McCain 
were recommended by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and by Secretary 
of Defense Clark M. Clifford.

Economy Act 
Cost U.S. 
$1 Billion

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's chief tax collector says 
spending restrictions imposed 
by Congress on the Internal 
Revenue 
Service—all in the 


name of economy—actually cost 
the government about $1 billion 
a year. 


Sheldon S. Cohen, commis- 


sioner of internal revenue, said 
cuts by Congress in the number 
of new jobs requested by his 
agency over the last five years 
are responsible for the loss in 
uncollected taxes. 


As a rough rule of thumb, 


Cohen said in an interview, ev- 
ery $1 cut from the Internal 
Revenue Service personnel bud- 
get means $10 in lost taxes be- 
cause of the inability of the 
service to take on additional au- 
dits. 


The House earlier this week 


approved an appropriation bill 
which permits IRS to hire about 
1,000 fewer persons than it re- 
quested for the fiscal year 
which begins July 1. 


Cohen said last year's con- 


gressional economy drive cost 
the Treasury Department be- 
tween $50 million and $100 mil. 
lion in lost revenues and at one 
point IRS Iflrj 2,000 job vacan- 
cies because of cuts in its bud- 
get. 


It normally employs about 


60,000 persons, Including 13,000 
field agents.

A—"NO c a r b o h y d r a t e " 


doesn't mean no calories. In 
figuring your daily caloric in- 
take the calories in the beer 
must be included. 


Q—Can a diabetic eat low- 


calorie cookies? If so, how 
many? Can a diabetic 
eat 


honey? 


A—A diabetic can eat any- 


thing he can work into a 
carefully balanced diet pro- 
vided he does not exceed his 
caloric allowance. 


Q—I have been taking pro- 


tamine zinc insulin for over 
20 years. Would it be possible 
for me to switch to the tolbu- 
tamide pills? 


A—Not without the green 


light from your doctor. Valu- 
able as this drug is, it is not 
effective in all diabetics. 


Q—Is there a limit to the 


amount of water a diabetic 
should take? Why are some 
diabetics thin and unable to 
gain weight? 


A—Since there are no cal- 


ories in water there is no need 
to restrict your intake. Most 
diabetics take the /lumber of 
calories they need for main- 
tenance of their normal ac- 
tivities. Some may be able to 
increase 
this 
allowance 
if 


they cover the increase with 
a larger dose of insulin. In 
this way they should be able 


to make a gradual gain in 
weight. 


Q—Is there any cure for 


diabetic gangrene? 


A—Gangrene means local 


tissue death. The part lost, 
usually one or more toes, can- 
not be replaced but careful 
control of the disease and 
care to avoid injury or infec- 
tion will help to prevent fur- 
ther gangrene. 


Q—I have mild diabetes and 


take Orinase daily. What is 
this drug? Are there any bad 
side effects? 


A—Tolbutamidc 
(Orinase) 


lowers the blood sugar. Too 
large a dose may bring the 
blood sugar below the lower 
limit of normal and cause 
sweating, trembling, nervous 
irritability, weakness and a 
rapid pulse. 


Q—Would taking Orinase in- 


crease 
one's 
nervousness? 


Since I have been taking it, I 
have a tremor in my hands, 
sleep poorly, have frequent 
urgent urination and have a 
breaking out on my 
face. 


Could it be caused by the 
drug? 


A—Taking t o l b u t a m i d e 


would cause some of these 
symptoms only if the dosage 
is too great. These sym|. loms 
should b(! promptly reported 
to your doctor.

South's failure to double six 


spades is surprising and we 
rather like N o r t h ' s seven 
heart call. He was entitled to 
assume that his partner would 
not have passed with a losing 
spade and that his ace of di- 
amonds w o u l d be the ace 
South was interested In, 


As for East's d o u b l e of 


seven hearts Mrs. Marcus 
said, "It was even worse than 
his double of six." We agree. 


In West's place we would 


have gone to seven spades 
without our partner's double, 
but we would have trusted 
him enough to assume that 
his double showed the aco of 
spades and another ace, and 
we w o u l d have opened a 
spade. Our reason would be 
that if he did hold two aces 
0nd the spade .was ruffed, his 
second ace w o u l d still be 
good, while if we guessed 
wrong between diamonds and 
clubs, any losing spades would 
disappear.

Provisions 
of the Civil 
Rights Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Fol- 


lowing are the main provisions 
of the civil rights bill passed by 
the House Wednesday: 


Open Housing: Mikes it un- 


lawful 
to discriminate in the 


sale or rental of housing on the 
basis of race, color or religion. 
Upon enactment, the ban would 
apply to housing built with the 
aid of federal funds, including 
FHA and Veteran Administra- 
tion mortgages, public housing 
and 
urban 
renewal housing. 


Such housing is already covered 
by an executive order issued in 
1962. 


After Dec. 31, 19G8, the law 


would apply to other housing, 
except for single-family houses 
if the owner doesn't own more 
than three houses, dwellings of 
four units or less if the owner 
occupies one of them, and hous- 
ing provided by religious organ- 
izations and private clubs for 
members. 


After Dec. 31, 1939, the sin- 


gle-family exemption would ap- 
ply only to owners who sell or 
rent their houses themselves 
without using the services or fa- 
cilities of a real estate broker. 
At that point it is estimated the 
law would cover 80 per cent of 
the nation's housing units. 


E n f o r c e m e n t would be 


through private court action 
brought by the person claiming 
he was discriminated against, 
by conciliation through the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development, or by suits filed 
by the attorney general where a 
wide pattern of discrimination 
is alleged. A plaintiff proving 
discrimination 
could 
collect 


$1,000 in damages. 


State laws granting the same 


protection would not be invali- 
dated by the federal law. 


Interference with Protected 


Activities: Makes it unlawful to 
interfere by threats or violence 
with anyone engaged in activi- 
ties protected by the Constitu-

tion or federal law. It covers 
threats or violence by private 
persons as well as by officials. 


Penalties wjuld vary accord- 


ing to the seriousness of the of* 
fease, up to life imprisonment in 
the event of death of the victim. 


Antiriot: Makes it unlawful to 


travel in interstate commerce 
with the intention of inciting, or* 
ganlztng, or participating in a 
riot, or to help anyone else do 
so. Also makes it a crime to 
teach or demonstrate the use or 
making o* firearms or explo- 
sives, 
or 
transporting 
such 


weapons, with knowledge that 
they will be used in a riot. 


Indian Rights: Creates a Bill 


of Rights similar to the first 10 
amendments to the Constitution 
for American Indians in relation 
to their tribes. Also permits 
tribes, by special elections, to 
determine whether they want to 
be placed under state criminal 
and civil jurisdiction.

ack Gardner brought me an 
April 4th tear*sheet from 
Shreveport Times with an 


article apparently low«rating the 
value to mankind of the purple 
martin. 


It's written for the Los Angeles 


Times-Washington 
Post News 


Service by no less a person than 
Irston R, Barnes, chair man of the 
Audubon Naturalist Society, It's 
Mr. Barnes' theme that while the 
purple martinis a prodigious eat- 
er of bugs and other insects he 
lacks a lot of being a mosquito 
exterminator. 


Other than getting his name in- 


to print I don't see that Mr. 
Barnes' 
article 
contributes 


much to the cause of either mar- 
tins or humanity. 


Americans got the habit of en- 


couraging martin colonies from 
observing 
the Indians, 
who 


stretched hollowedout gourds on 
vines to makes homes for the mar- 
tins, telling the white settlers it 
was good for the Indian villages 
because the martin preyed on 
bugs and other insects. 


The notion that the martin con- 


centrates on mosquitoes is some- 
thing that's been promoted only 
recently, and it's not factual, as 
Mr. 
Barnes points out. But 


it was absurd ever to think that 
by importing a lot of martins you 
might do away with conventional 
ground 
campaigns against the 


mosquito. 
I have never 
en- 


countered a person who believed 
otherwise, and so Mr. Barnes' 
press article is a long-winded 
assault against a straw man. 


As he says, the martin flies 


by day, the mosquito by night, 
and 
the bird's 
effectiveness 


against the mosquito is therefore 
-limited. 


Actually, what Mr. Barnes Is 


getting at is some phoney adver- 
tising coming out of Grlggsville, 
HI., where the Trio Manufactur- 
ing Co. promotes the sale of mar- 
tin houses. J. L. Wade, Trio's 
president, is the man accused of 
manufacturing the slogan: "The 
purple martin eats 2,000 mosqui- 
toes per day." It's an over- 
statement 
regarding 
mosqui- 


toes—but the martin remains 
a prodigious eater of bugs, as 
Mr. Barnes concedes. 


The Audubon head reports on 


the 
findings of the American 


Ornithologists 
Union's at 
its 


meeting in Toronto, Canada, Aug. 
24, 1967: 


In 
the 
words of the press 


service: 


"There is no evidence that pur- 


ple martins eat any significant 
numbers of mosquitoes. Two stu- 
dies of stomach contents (one in 
1918 and another in 1967) showed 
the martins eating larger in- 
sects: 
Wasps, ants, and bees, 


23 per cent; flies, 16 per cent; 
bugs, 15 per cent; 
dragonflies 


and damselflies, 15 per cent; 
beetles 12 per cent; and moths, 
9 per cent." 


Not a bad record for the pur- 


ple martin. 


But if you expect Mr. Martin 


to take over the municipal mos- 
quito-control 
crew 
you will 


simply have to convert the mar- 
tin to a night-flying bird. 


And that, I suspect, will take 


some doing.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's employment rose to a 
record high of 75.8 million in 
March and unemployment de- 
clined but the jobless rate for 
Negroes continued at more than 
double the rate for white work- 
ers, the Labor Department re- 
ports. 


The total number of unem- 


ployed 
dipped 
by 359,000 to 


2,929,000 last month, bringing 
the over-all unemployment rate 
down from 3.7 to 3.6 per cent of 
the civilian labor force. 


About one-fifth of the total un- 


employed—615,000—were non- 
whites, mostly Negroes, the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics said 
Wednesday. 


While the jobless rate for 


Negroes dropped three-tenths of 
1 per cent to 6.9 per cent it was 
still more than twice the white 
rate of 3.2 per cent, which was 
down one-tenth of 1 per cent 
from February. 


Total employment rose about 


100,000 to hit the new all-time 
high mark, the Bureau said. 


Virtually all the job gains 


were in trades, government and 
service businesses. 


Weekly earnings for some 45 


million 
workers 
averaged 


$104.43, up 38 cents from Febru- 
ary and $4.87 above the year 
earlier. The average for approx- 
imately 14 million factory work- 
ers was $120.18 per week, up 70 
cents from February and $7.74 a 
week above March of 1967.

There is nothing like a little 
success. Dan Rowan and Dick 
Martin and their Laugh-In, on 
NBC, are finding that out. The 
show is a hit—deservedly so— 
and that hitness is rubbing 
off on everybody connected 
with the program. 


Rowan and Martin them- 


selves feel it And all the rest 
of the large cast feel it. too. 
Typical are Judy Carnc and 
Gary Owens. 


Dan and Dick wonder some- 


times about the phenomenon 
of success. All of a sudden, 
they are tremendous stars. 
Yet they are veterans of show 
business and were far from 
failures. 


"We're not overnight suc- 


cesses as some people think," 
Dan says. "We've been to- 
gether i5 years, and for the 
last two years—since we did 
that Dean Martin summer re- 
placement show—we've been 
doing very well. But this show 
has really boomed us." 


Judy Came has been the 


star of her own television se- 
ries—last season's Love On a 
Rooftop—and featured in two 
others, Fair Exchange and 
The Baileys of Balboa. But it 
took a raging hit like Laugh- 
In to make the public Carne- 
conscious. 


"I was the star of Love On 


a Rooftop," Judy says, "but 
w h e n it was all over, I 
couldn't have been deader. 
But this show, even though it 
is overcast, has made me im- 
portant in this town." 


Gary Owens, who does the 


1'imny announcer bits, 
has 


long been a financial success. 
He's one of Los Angeles' best- 
known disc jockies and radio 
comics, and he's been the off- 
camera a n n o u n c e r on Be- 
witched for four years. He's 
also the voice of countless 
animated cartoon characters. 


"But on Laugh-In," he says, 


"for the first lime I'm on 
camera. Now I'm getting rec- 
o g n i t i o n—stopped on 
the 


street, the whole bit. It may 
open up a new life for me. 
I've had opportunities before, 
but I was always too chicken 
to give up the security of my 
radio show. But perhaps now 
-I ^may do something~*lon my 
own, 
something in the Stove 


Allen direction." 


The inspiration for the show 


has been credited to producer 
George Schlatter and to Row- 
an and Martin. But the two 
comedians say its belongs ex- 
clusively to neither, that it 
sprung from all three of them, 
and is a result of a merging 
of ideas. 


Whoever dreamed it up, it 


works like a charm. And 


there's no doubt the public 
loves it, and loves everyone 
connected with it. One fea- 
ture that makes the show is 
its willingness to poke fun at 
hitherto sacred cows. 


"We don't think anything is 


sacred," Dick says, "and we 
feel we can kid anything-- 
except a national tragedy." 


"Politics will be big with us 


next fall." Dan says. "But 
we'll have to go carefully to 
avoid an equal-time hang-up." 


They feel strongly that kid- 


ding sex is within their baili- 
wick, and that there's nothing 
wrong with it. They're full of 
statistics to back up their 
viewpoint—Dan cites Danish 
figures, 
where sex 
crimes 


went down 58 per cent, .he 
says, when pornography be- 
came legal. 


Judy and Gary don't worry 


about the philosophy of the 
show, merely its execution. 
Judy's 
"Sock-it-to-me" spot 


has become so big she's re- 
c o r d i n g a "Sock-It-To-Me" 
song. Gary is recording, too, 
a c o m e d y album spoofing 
"Bonnie and Clyde." 


Judy thinks this is the break 


she's been waiting for. 


"Now I have a future," 


she says. "There's a big hole 
where there is nobody—the 
kook who can sing and dance. 
Shirley MacLaine is getting 
old and nobody is coming up, 
except me." 


She is worried about only 


one thing—those "body cred- 
its" she does, in the bikini. 
She says she feels a little un- 
comfortable doing them. 


"I have good legs,"' she 


says, "but I'm really not the 
bikini type up here."

Since time 
immemorht!, men 


have been making bequests of their 
money or other worldly posses- 
sions. Hut suddenly, just within the 
past few years, a new kind of be- 
quest has come into being. 


Today a person can bequeath not 


only his wealth but also various 
parts of his own body. This has 
become possible because of a series 
of scientific breakthroughs. Doc- 
tors are now able to transplant, 
from the dead lo the living, every- 
thing from eyes to kidneys, from 
skin to bones. 


One result of this development 


has been to focus attention on the 
unusual legal problems that are in- 
volved.

And even though 
Ihe deceased may have wanted to 
donate all or part of his body, the 
widow or other relatives might well 
feel differently about it. 


In many stales, relatives do have 


a legal right lo say no. The doctor 
who defies them, removing organs 
or tissue without (heir consent, may 
be exposing himself lo a damage 
suit—and perhaps criminal liability 
loo.

body. 


Fven if i he rights of relatives 


are in doubt, the mere delay caused 
by a dispute may make Ihe whole 
question academic.

To clear away these difficulties, a 


special committee has gone to work 
under the auspices of the National 
Conference of Commissioners on 
Uniform Slate Laws.

Five Negroes 
Are Killed In 
Kansas City

KANSAS CITY (AP) - A sec- 


ond straight night of racial vio- 
lence left Kansas City's Negro 
East Side with a toll of five 
dead, at least 20 wounded and 
the rubble of more than 75 fires 
of incendiary origin today. 


All of the dead were Negroes. 


They were shot to death, some 
victims of the intense crossfire 
that flared at times between Ne- 
gro snipers and police supported 
by National Guardsmen. 


Another Negro was slain in 


Tuesday night's initial outbreak. 


Two guardsmen suffered gun- 


shot wounds, neither serious. A 
fireman was wounded in the ab- 
domen and underwent surgery. 
There were more than 60 ar- 
rests. 


Most of the fires were out by 


dawn. Some were allowed to 
burn because of sniper fire. 
Firemen were pinned dowti at 
three locations during the night. 


The violence resumed around 


nightfall Wednesday after a day 
of uneasy calm. During the 
peak of violence police sealed 
off an area from 27th to 34th 
streets between Prospect and 
Benton, about 24 square blocks. 


Snipers cliallenged police and 


guardsmen from rooftops and 
cars, shooting and running or 
driving from vantage point to 
vantage point. The snipers were 
countered with tear gas and by 
strike forces of police
